Head Takes Issue 
With Daily Paper 


“The writer came to California 


nearly a score of years ago and has. 


had the Los Angeles Times every 
‘day in that interval. During those 
years I followed the editorial pages 
of The Times and have placed a 
good deal of confidence in them. I 
make this comment to say that if 
all your editorials are written with 
an informational background as 
inadequate as the one of last Wed- 
nesday, January 27, on Public 
Forums, my trust has been mis- 
placed all these years. If you had 
_ taken the trouble to inform your- 
self, instead of commenting editori- 
ally on a letter received from an 
un-named writer, you would not 
have made so many errors in an 
editorial of less than five hundred 
words, 


“The Times should be proud of 
the fact that your neighbor county 
was chosen one of ten units for an 
experiment in Adult Education 
sponsored (paid for) by the Nat- 
ional Office of Education. Com- 
munities in your own county as well 
‘as others in San Bernardino County 
and San Diego County were anxious 
for this appointment. You should 
also be proud of the fact that the 
Orange County Forums have, from 
September to February, made the 
best record of average attendance 
and interest of the ten national 
units, in spite of the fact that sev- 
eral of the ten are in cities of 100,- 
000 to 250,000 population. 

“Tf you will take the trouble to 
glance through Bulletin No. 
1936, from the Office of Education, 
a.copy of which is mailed to you 
under separate cover, it will give 
you a clear idea from which to write 
other editorials if and when you 
wish to correct the misinformation 
you have given. Again, if you would 
read the volume, ‘Plain Talk”, by 

Commissioner Studebaker, especi- 
ally pages 56-58, you would under- 
stand the procedure and the _ atti- 
tude of the Office of Education. 

“The Office of Education fur- 
nishes the funds for the project, 
almost sixty per cent of which must 
go to relief, drawn in by the direct- 
or and administrator to assist in the 
conduct of the Forums. This relief, 
except for the Forum, would have 
been on the local W. P. A. The bal- 
ance is devoted to the payment of 
Forum leaders. The Orange County 
Local Committee is composed of all 
the high school principals of the 
county and the County Superinten- 
dent and the Santa Ana City Super- 
intendent. The Board of Education 
in each community sponsored the 
project and an advisory committee 
was named in each county. The 
Local Admiinistrator, the writer 
was selected by his associates. 
Washington had nothing to do with 
this selection. Moreover, the writer 
is a Republican as is amply demon- 
strated by the fact that he voted for 
Taft, when California, by political 

' frictions, did much to elect a Dem- 
ocratic President, and for Landon 
of electoral 
vots was equalled. The Director, 
Homer C: Chaney, was selected by 
the Orange County group. Again, 
Washington had nothing to do with 
that selection. If you still think that 
direction comes from Washington 
it will be of interest to learn that 
Mr. Chaney was a member of the 
Orange County Republican Central 
Committee and took this position 
-only when assured that we would 
be entirely independent in our pro- 
ject. There was a rumble of critic- 
ism locally that a deserving Demo- 
crat had not been selected.

Lincoln asked Mary Todd again to 
marry him. Fearing what had hap- 
pened before she demanded the 
ceremony that very night. They 
were married in a state of nervous 
haste. . . even the frosting on the 
wedding cake was too warm to cut 
well when served. 
Criticized Husband 

Mary Todd was possessed of a 
fiery temper and her husband was 
the butt of many demonstrations 
and tirades. She was always criti- 
cizing her husband; nothing about 
him was ever right. He was stoop 
shouldered and there was no grace 
in his movement; she mimicked his 
gait and nagged him about his 
table manners. 

The most striking characteristic 
of Abraham Lincoln from this time 
on to the end of his life, was a sad- 
ness so profound that mere words 
can hardly convey its depths. 
“Melancholy dripped from him as 
he walked.” He had no home life, 
and he never invited even his most 
intimate friends to dine with him. 
He avoided Mary as much as pos- 
sible. Sometimes, he was seen wan- 
dering alone, late at night, through 
unfrequented streets, his head on 
his chest, gloomy, and funereal. 

Society Outcast 

Washington’s society door was 
closed tightly against Mrs. Lincoln. 
She confidently expected that as 
“Mrs. President” she would be the 
center of the glittering constella- 
tion of Washington: society. Un- 
able to attain popularity herself she 
was bitterly jealous of those who 
had. 


The then’ reigning queen of 
Washington society was the re- 
knowned beauty, Adele Cutts 
Douglas. The glamorous popularity 
of Mrs. Douglas inflamed Mrs. 
Lincoln with envy and she resolved 
to win social victories with clothes 
and jewelry. She plunged into debt, 
to the extent of $70,000. 

Mrs. Lincoln’s New York credi- 
tors threatened to sue her; and the 
possibility that Lincoln’s political 
enemies might use her debts as 
political thunder drove her almost 
to distraction. “If he is re-elected, 
I can keep him in ignorance of my 
affairs; if he is defeated, then the 
bills will be sent in, and he will 
know all,’”’ she sobbed. 

The only happy feature of Lin- 
coln’s assassination was that he 
died ignorant of these debts. 

Another Love 

Had Lincoln married Ann Rut- 
ledge, in all probability he would 
have been hanvy, but he would not 
have been President. He was slow 
in thought and movement, and she 
was not the type that would have 
driven him to achieve political dis- 
tinction. 

Thus Lincoln was driven to a 
presidency that will be honored 
throughout history. Yet, it still 
leaves us to believe that he would 
have rather been an easy-going cir- 
cuit judge, married to a woman he 
loved and she to love him, for what 
he was. 


Slight Increase 


Miss Mabel G. Whiting, college 
registrar disclosed today that the 
total*‘number of students who had 
registered for the second semester 
here number 675. This is an in- 
crease of 53 students over the en- 
rollment at the same time last 
year which totalled 622.
